bonds or arranging for bail with; promises to refrain 
trom participating in strike activities pending hearing 
of charges in violation of the Lever Act.

Dth'er leaders for whom warrants have been issued were 
expected today. 
Federal officers inditated that no 


further arrests were planned. 


The arrested leaders including John Grunau, or- 


janizefc qf the Chicago Yardmen's Association denied 
that a strike existed in violation" of the Lever Act. They 
said the men simply had resigned because they coulcl 
lot live on existing wages.

the Ohio Experiment Station show

farmers 
may be misled 


throush the statement of seed| 
dealers in regard to mixed seeds, i 


As an illustration, a sample, ia-1 


beled, "mixed alsike and timothy" 
contained 80 per cent timothy, 10 
per cent alsike and 10 per cent im- 
purites. 
Ordinarily when 
alsike 


and timothy are sown in a mix- 
ture there should he approximate- 
ly 50 per cent of each seed. , 


Another sample, marked,'"mixed 


red clover and timothy" showed 91 
per cent timothy and 5 per cent 
red clover with 4 per cent impuri- 
ties. White sweet clover (hulled) 
showed 55 per cent good sed, 27 
per cent shriveled and the remain- 
der impurities. 


The companies advertising such 


seeds, are not" licensed in Ohio, 
where a pure seed 
law protects 


farmers from unscrupulous deal- 
ers; the prices of seeds are /gener- 
ally low enough to indicate that 
not 'much expensive seed is used in 
the mixture.
